Sir: 

In response to the Communication dated August 18, 2003 from the 
Examiner in charge of the above-captioned application, the following amendments 
and remarks are respectfully submitted for consideration. Reconsideration of the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C 1 12. and 103(a) are respectfully requested in view of 
the aforesaid amendments and remarks. 
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Claims in the case upon entry of this amendment will be 1 -3. 5-1 113- 
16. 18. 20-27, 29. 31 and 33-44. 

Claims 4. 12. 17, 19, 28. 30. and 32 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. Claims 4 and 12 have been combined and re-presented as 
independent new claim 41 . Claims 1 7 and 1 9 have been combined and re- 
presented as independent new claim 42. Claims 28 and 30 have been combined 
and re-presented as independent new claim 43; and claim 32 has been re- 
presented as independent new claim 44. No new matter is involved in these 
newly presented independent claims since they are based entirely on the 
indicated cancelled claims. 

The rejection of August 18, 2003 states that claims 4, 12, 17, 19, 28. 29 
and 32 would be allowable upon resolution of all 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 issues. It is 
submitted that such issues have been resolved by the amendments made herein 
and that claims 41-44, which have been substituted for such claims, are now 
allowable. Reconsideration and allowance of claims 41-44 are respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 16, 18, 20-27 and 29 remain withdrawn from further 
consideration by the Examiner as being directed to a non-elected invention (see 
page 3 of the August 1 8, 2003 communication). Newly presented claims 42 and 
43, which are within the purview of the non-elected claims, are now considered to 
be allowable based on the Examiners comment on page 4 of the August 18. 2003 
communication, as iterated above. It is submitted that claims 16. 18, 20-27 and 
29 should also be considered on the merits. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims otherwise stated to have been considered on the merits are 1-3, 
5-11, 13-15. 31. 33-44.
